Obfervations to be taken with you ia thi

1. That the Emperor was not then Kiog 
of Hungaria, or Prince of Tranfylvania, 
or King of Croztia, or King of Bole- 
mia, Dor even Arch-Duke cf Auft iz, at 
leaft, not of one of the Aujfiria s; thefe 
were all poffefs’d by feveral Hands 
Ferdinand pretended to Hungaria, 
Febn Sepufius was Veyvod of Iranfyl- 
vania, Croatia was much of it under 
the Jurts, and Ferdinand was King of 
Bobemia. 

2, Befides thefe Forces, the Emperor 
had, at tbat Tims, 4 Armies on Foot 
ia other Places, as by the Hiftory of 
thofe Times will «pp-a-, and an jnf- 
nite Number of Garrifuus full cf Sole 
diess ; he bad an Acry in Flanders, 
againft che King of France, an Ar 
in Milan, an Army ia Neples, and an 
Army in Afric, not reckoning his 
Troops in Spain aad other Parts of the 
Empire. 


Afcerthis we tind him Ovcrcoming the 
Proteftants, tho’ their Army was above 
sooce Mer; and whofe Power this Atlas 
Hiftorique magnifies (0 ovnch, and redue ng 
them tu the Stiak of Ruin, only cu be fee 
ved (as they were) by Mirsele-——— As to 
the Danger of the Bmiperer’s makieg him- 
felf Abfolute in the Empire ; I hha lay it 
down at large ovt of their own Hiftories, 
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the Pope fent 12000 Mem, and the Vee 
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ftory, wherein the formidable Power of 
the Emperor was vifible, in the Time of 
Ferdinand 11. when he had Overthsown 
the Ble@or Palatine, who we cal’d Kiog 
of Bobemis, at the Great Battle of Prague, 
ha#Orverthrown the United Proteftant Ar- 
my, Commanded by the King of Daremark, 
near Halberfted, and had bronght the Pro- 
teftants to Renounce the Conclufions of 
Leipfick— This is along and a terrible Sto- 


_ty——— And if Ido sot make it appear, 


that the Emperor Ferdinand IJ. atthe Time 
of the Siege or Leaguer of Nurembergb, al- 
tho’ Tily bad beenOverthrown at the Great 


- Battle of Leipfick, by the King of Sweden ; 


I fay, if I do not make it appear, That the 
Emperor had im his Pay, at that Time, 
300000 Men, tho’ he had neither Spain, 
Italy oc Hungaria to help him, and that if 
the Great Guftavus Ade had net Refcu'd 
Germany from him, by a Prodigy of Succefs, 
he had entirely Eoflav’d the whole Empire 5 
if Idonot do thir, I donothing, and ifI 
do, thea J prefume the Gentlemen will give 
upthe Point, and acknowledge that Hi- 
ftory is againft them, and that Ailas Hiffe- 
rique is a0 Impoftor.
